The newcomers tried to warn them but they didn’t listen, 


Two things were needed to save free democracy, The

- St. Albert asks 
for sales tax 


The Town of St, Albert 
is calling for a provincial 
sales tax to remove from the 
municipal tax levy the en- 
tire cost of education. 

Delegates to the 62nd an- 
nual convention of the Al- 
berta Urban Municipalities 
Association in Lethbridge 
at the end of this month will 
go armed with a resolution 
calling for thesales tax and/ 
or a surcharge on federal 
income tax, 

The resolution claims that 

* Education is the prime 
responsibility of the prov- 
incial government; 

* The cost of education is 
becoming an ever-increas- 
ing burden on municipal tax- 
payers; 

* This cost is accelera- 
ting annually at arate great- 
ly in excess of the growth 
of municipal assessments 
and it is apparently uncon- 
trollable, to the extent that 
property tax levies cannot 
be maintained in proportion 
with the provincial or nat- 
ional economy; 

* As a result of these 
cost increases the property 
tax is regressive, 

The resolution was orig- 
inally introduced to town 
council in 1967 by Ray Gib- 
bon, who is running for 
mayor in the Oct. 16 civic 
election, It failed to get 
backing that time but did 
when the councillor resub- 
mitted it last July. 

“T was afraid they were 


going to put in a sales tax 
anyway,”’ Mr, Gibbon said, 
‘so I thought we might as 
well try and get it taped 
to do a certain job.”’ 

Mr, Gibbon said the sales 
tax and/or surcharge on in- 
come tax would be specific- 
ally applied to education, He 
suggested the sales tax max- 
imum be five per cent and 
surcharge maximum be 
three per cent, 

**Taxes would drop sharp- 
ly on property,’’ Mr, Gibbon 
said, ‘‘but some people, the 
ones in the high income 
bracket, would find they 
would be paying more in 
other taxes, This would bea 
progressive tax not re- 
gressive the way property 
tax is now,’’ 

Mr, Gibbon said education 
must be taken off the mill 
rate right across the pro- 
vince and he ts not alone in 
this idea, He said there are 
five resolutions being pres- 
ented to the convention call- 
ing for this, some also sug- 
gesting sales tax and sur- 
charge on income tax, and 
some a grants system. 

‘*There’s no point playing 
around with a grants sys- 
tem,’’ Mr. Gibbon said, ‘‘It 
doesn’t do the job.’’ 

The association will also 
be asked by St, Albert to 
change the length of the 
annual meeting with a view 
to providing more time for 
the discussions of resolu- 
tions.

of Edmonton (60), Mr, de 
Bruijn said this difference 
could be directly accounted 
for by utility profits in Ed- 
monton amounting to 18 
mills, 

Of the 78 mills, 21 go to 
education, Mr, de Bruijn 
said, He termed the founda- 
tion program “not adequate” 

Mr, de Bruijnsald he, too, 
would abide with the decision 
of the electorate re amalga- 
mation, He said he would 
favor some form of regional 
government as {s presently 
being investigated by the 
Ontario government, 

Robert Russell sald he 
does not think ‘‘Edmonton 
would want to take us in,’ 
and therefore did not dwell 
on the subject of amalga- 
mation, 

He cited as the mainissue 
in this election ‘‘hightaxes’’ 
The ideal tax base, said Mr, 
Russell, ts 40% commercial 
and 60% residential, In St. 
Albert 93% of ‘he tax monies 
come from the homeowners 
pocket, 

There are large areas of 
town land undeveloped said 
Mr, Russell, commenting 
that {t could be more to our 
advantage to allow orderly 
development of smaller 
firms as they are interested 
in locating here, rather than 
hold a large area for 
“Mr, Big’’ who might be 
along time coming. 

The town must be “more 
approachable,’’ he added and 
charged that developers are 
being ‘‘frustrated’’ by the 
present administration, 

He criticized the admini- 
stration for being slow in 
getting the Industrial Deve- 
lopment Committee going. 

Mr, Russell said the town 
must review its policy re, 
sale of town owned land and 
must improve its image. 

During the question period 
which followed the candi- 
dates opening remarks, Mr, 
Bull was asked his reasons 
for resigning his council 
seat and would he resign 
again. Mr, Bull replied he 
withdrew to point out to the 
people that council was 
spending public money fool- 
ishly, He said if he were 
elected mayor he would not 
resign his seat and replied 
to a further question that 
the by-election caused by 
his resignation probably 
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cost between $1,200, and 
$1,500, Mr. Gibbon inter- 
jected that the cost had been 
‘closer to $2,000,’ 

Mr. Bull said the past 
three years of town govern- 
ment have been the closest 
thing to fascism that could 
happen under democracy, 
and renewed his pledge to 
adopt an‘‘open door’’ policy 
at town hall, 

Asked how council had 
spent money unwisely, Mr. 
Bull cited the following 
examples: $15,000. for a 
feasibility study to takeover 
the Power Company; $3,000 
for a study on amalgamation, 
$5,000 for plans for an ice 
arena, 

Asked to explain his pre- 
vious statement that hund- 
reds of thousands of dollars 
were being wasted, Mr, Bull 
singled out the large sewer 
lines in Grandin Park that 
have no houses hooked on to 
them and said that town 
equipment, such as graders, 
should be made much fuller 
use of. 


Asked to comment on a 
recent sale of town owned 
lots to speculators, Mr, de- 
Bruijn admitted a mistake 
was made, ‘The sale of lots 
was badly handled,” he said, 

At one point when the 
questions came thick and 
fast, and chairman Peter 
Zuidema had to call for 
order, Mr, Bull, replying 
to a question from Councell< 
lor J, Bakker, told Mr, Bak- 
ker he was a‘‘member ofthe 
clique,"’ 

Asked how much time he 
would be able to devote tothe 
office of mayor, Mr, Gibbon 
replied he would ‘‘adjust his 
business time to suit the 
town’s time,’’ Mr, Bull re- 
plied he would be more read- 
{ly available than the other 
mayoralty candidate, as his 
business is located in the 
town, 

Several members of the 
audience stated that they had 
become aware of items of 
business that were before 
council by reading about 
them in the Gazette, The 
suggestion was made that 
the council agenda be pub- 
lished in the Gazette prior 
to each council meeting, so 
that citizens might attend 
thase meetings at which 
items of special interest to 


them are to be discussed, 
Mr, Gibbon said this would 
not be possible as the agenda 
is not completed until 
Thursdays, and the Gazette 
comes out on Wednesdays, 

Mr. de Bruijn, referring 
to public question periods 
which some years ago pre- 
ceeded all council meetings, 
said there was a definite 
lack of interest shown by 
the public, The questionwas 
then asked if perhaps coun- 
cil forces this lack of inter- 
est because no material is 
circulated to the gallery at 
council meetings. Mr, de 
Bruijn replied maybe this 
was ‘‘poor public relations’’ 
and added council would 
‘faccept guidance tin this 
area,’’ Robert Russell com- 
mented he would ask the 
mayor to ‘‘spell out’’ items 
on the agenda to accommo- 
date the public, 

“Is our MLA with it?’’ 
someone asked, ‘‘ Yes,” said 
John de Bruijn, he ts doing 
his best, and polnted out 
that provinclal financial 
assistance to St, Albert is 
greater than that received 
by Edmonton, 

To the suggestion that the 
town is ‘‘persecuting and 
prosecuting’’ Jasper Auto 
Parts, Mr, Gibbon sald he 
feels the town was justified 
in its recent action which 
resulted in a $50, fine to 
that company, Mr de Brutjn 
added there had been a cer- 


tain amount of public press- 


ure on the town to take 
action, 

A member of the audience 
sald he had read in the Gaz~ 
ette that two recently defeat- 
ed bylaws are to be re-intro- 
duced, and asked for 
comments on this, Mr. 
Gibbon noted he had moved 
re-introduction of both these 
bylaws, Mr, de Bruijn said 
he felt that once a bylaw was 
defeated there should be a 
waiting period before re-in- 
troduction, He termed Mr, 
Gibbon’s action ‘‘not good 
business,”” Mr, Russell 
stated that only then is it 
justifiable to re-introduce 
a previously defeated bylaw 
when there is new evidence 
before the council.

It gives me great satisfac- 
tion as a trustee of many 
years to see so much inter- 
est in our schools, There is, 
however, m anyrumours, 
untruths and misinformation 
circulating, Therefore I feel 
it is necessary to clarify the 
issues and give the facts, 

1) Why do we accept non- 
resident students? 

The reasons are simple, 
They help us keep our 
schools operating, help us 
provide better school ser- 
vices, pay for themselves, 
require no extra teachers 
or classrooms, according to 
the School Act, we must 
accept them, 

2) Busing 

Sturgeon has refused us 
busing, so we have offered 
to bus our students. This 
prevents duplication of bus- 
ing and is more economical 
in the long run. 

Should we have left these 
students stranded on the 
road? Definitely not. They 
are children of our friends 
and relatives and even of 
our sons and daughters, all 
of whom participate in our 
community of Morinville, 
Let me assure you that we 
will not be the losers finan- 
cially in this busing. 

3) Should we joinStur- 
geon? 

Our board has studied this 
question for years, and we

TO THE RESIDENTS 


In a letter to the editor 
which appeared in The Gaz- 
ette of Oct. 2, Parent and 
Non-Resident Students has 
claimed that the attendance 
of non-resident pupils at 
Thibault School has had a 
beneficial effect, both fin- 
ancially and educationally, 
upon that school system, 

I would like to take ex- 
ception tosome of the erron- 
eous statements made con- 
cerning educational servi- 
ces in Sturgeon Division and 
at the same time point out 
how attendance of Sturgeon 
pupils at Thibault is placing 
an increased financial bur- 
den upon the ratepayers of 
Sturgeon, 

Parent of non-resident 
students points out that the 
Thibault Board is receiving 
$35,000 in foundation grants 
on behalf of the Sturgeon 
pupllis in attendance at Thi- 
bault, While this does mean 
a financial gain to Thibault, 
at the same time it means 
a financial loss of $35,000 
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Thibault Candidates 


have never found any worth- 
while reason for doing so, 
We would lose control of our 
schools and the principles 
our district have stood for 
Since 1891. We would lose 
control of hiring our teach- 
ers and thereby lose our 
Catholic atmosphere, 

Financially we would gain 
nothing, since Sturgeon’s 
taxes average 20% higher 
than ours, 

4) Why did we hire our 
senior principal? 

I have heard statements 
that this position is an add- 
itional expense, Ican assure 
that this man is saving us 
much more than the amount 
of his salary. His value ts, 
however, not in dollars and 
cents, but in the advice, 
knowledge, leadership and 
supervision he provides, Do 
not hesitate to bring your 
problems to him, You’ll find 
him sympathetic, willing to 
help and qualified to give 
valuable advice, 

5) Why buy the convent? 

It was practically given to 
us as a gift and we could 
not afford to refuse to buy 
it, after hearing the Sisters 
terms, We are making good 
use of the space init - it now 
contains eight classes, The 
rent alone will pay for it in 
a few years and the land is 
worth more than the pur- 
chase price, 

Well, here are some of 
our problems, I believe 
these are also many of the 
issues in the forthcoming 
election, Although I had de- 
cided not to forward my 
name for nomination as 
school trustee, so many have 
since requested that I con- 
tinue working on our school 
board, that I decided to re- 
verse my decision, I think 
I am worthy of your confid- 
ence, I can assure you that

Parent of Non-Resident 
Students has stated that ‘‘the 
foundation program covers 
the transportation of all stu- 
dents who reside more than 
1 1/2 miles from school,” 
This is an over-simplifica- 
tion of the foundation pro- 
gram regulations pertaining 
to transportation, 

Present regulations donot 
provide a grant to one school 
authority on behalf of pupils 
from another school author- 
ity if the former has not 
entered into a tuition agree-

Sturgeon board Is contin- 
uing to provide transporta- 
tion services for Sturgeon 
pupils in grades 10 to 12 
who are in attendance at 
Thibault, but has curtailed 
providing it to students in 
grades 1 to 8 who are in 
attendance at Thibault. 

Sturgeon has always, and 
I am sure, will always con- 
tinue to provide transporta- 
tion services either to their 
own schools or to those 
schools for which it has 
entered into a tuition agree- 
ment. 

Thibault board has now 
set up three bus routes to 
transport pupils from the St. 


are very challenging when it 
comes to: retention, re= 
cruitment, selection and 
placement of teacher per- 
sonnel; assuring that student 
problems are thoroughly in- 


» vestigated, acted upon and 


yet treated in confidence, 
so as not to prejudice the 
student’s future; provision 
of school plants, including 
safety and health regulations 
and recreational facilities, 

All the above final deci- 
sions must be withinareas- 
onable economical budget 
that the ratepayers can 
afford without sacrificing 
the education of the student 
population, 

I am a ratepayer and as 
a ratepayer I do not relish 
paying high taxes anymore 
than anyone else, 

One must realize that in 
this province, the school tax 
structure is such that over 
half of every Albertan’s tax 
dollar, whether he is aresi- 
dent of Edmonton or Morin- 
ville, is spent to cover the 
cost of education, 

The trustee’s responsi- 
bility is to see that we are 
not paying more than we 
should and also getting our 
dollar’s worth, 

At Thibault this year, the 
school mill rate really went 
up, however, including this 
increase you are still pay- 
ing less than your neighbor- 
ing ratepayers and the pro- 
vincial ratepayer as awhole, 
At Thibault, we offer in add- 
ition to regular English 
Alberta curriculum, French 
language whether advanced 
or oral in most grades on an 
optional basis, religious in- 
struction, also on an optional 
basis, However, this option 
lies with the parent as 
spelled out intheSchool Act, 

On Oct, 16, you have a 
democratic right, that l urge 
you all to exercise, There 
are three vacancies to be 
filled on the school board 
this I also urge you to vote 
for the three candidates of

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New pneumonia 


“Which of the infectious 
diseases is responsible for 
the most deaths throughout 
the world?’’ Quite a few 
public health workers were 
caught out with this teaser 
which a Toronto professor 
introduced at a conference 
last spring. 

Among the answers offer- 
ed were gastroenteritits - 
(3,094,000), tuberculosis - 
(2,839,000), measles - 
(508,000), malaria (326,000) 
dysentery (202,000), and 
smallpox (172,000), All these 
occupied high positions on 
the list and were followed 
by a group of diseases not 
too common in this country, 
diphtheria, whooping cough, 
typhoid, syphilis, polio, 
meningitis, cholera, typhus, 
and plague, But first place 
goes to a familiar disease, 
pneumonia, responsible for 
six million of the seventeen 
million deaths in the world 
annually from communica- 
ble diseases, Of course when 
pneumonia kills, the victim 
is often suffering from an- 
other disease as well, 

Pneumonia and bronchitis 
together cause 350,000,000 
illnesses ayear, OVer-shad- 
owed only by the common 
cold (3,500,000,000) and 
gastroenteritis (750,000,000 
Bacteria, the pneumococcus 
especially, have in the past 
been thought mainly respon-

sible for causing pneumonia, 
But in the last twenty years 
new viruses, rickettsiae and 
fungi have been isolated 
which are responsible for 
many cases of pneumonia 
Amongst these newer dis- 
coveries are exotically- 
named organisms and dis- 
eases such parainfluenza, 
adenoviruses, Q - fever, 
psittacosis and Mycoplas- 


ma, The last three especial. 


ly important since they run 
a prolonged course but if 
recognized in time can be 
effectively treated with app- 
ropriate antibiotics. 
Mycoplasma infection ts 


at its peak in the fall, It 
Spreads rapidly within a 
family, though only one in 
30 infected develops pneum- 
onia, It can affect all ages 
but 15-30 year - olds, es- 
pecially men, are most sus- 
ceptible, Psittacosis is 
spread by wild and domes- 
tic birds; the recent survey 
in Thorhild County has 
shown it to be widely es- 
tablished there, And Q-fever 
is similarily associated with 
livestock, especially cows 
and sheep,
